The Kowshing loft Tientain 
on Friday night, the 10th insta atrong body of 
on from Li Chony-tiang’s Forces boing drawn 
p along the Bund as a, last sign of the respoct 
in which the Minister ‘was hold by tho nation 
aniong whom he had made his career; and large 
natbers of the Zoroign residents also gathered 
to watoh the dapartuye of ‘the steamer bearing 
away his remains. The body, embalmed in 9 
coffin of Chinesa manufacture, and covered with 
the deceased Minister's flag, Jay upon the deck, 
enclosed {n.a kind of tout formed of awning;
